They wrote big 
signs on the street corners which 
said ‘Poveri e Liberi’ which means 
‘Poor But Free’.”

hear and think the people happy. The 
poor people were like rats in the trap 
and to their other troubles was added 
a treacherous leader who was called 
Malatesta Baglioni. This Baglioni 
was a better friend to the Prince of 
Orange than to his own people, as 
you shall see. 

“Finally it became unbearable with- 
in the city of Florence. All the cats 
had been eaten, rats were selling at a 
high price and a mouse, one little 
mouse, was priced at 13 soldi, which 
in our American money would be 
about $1.25. You see how trade is? 
Even when people are starving, 
money still means more than life. 
Baglioni would do nothing but sit so 
the big men of the city decided on a 
sortie and gathered 15,000-16,000 sol- 
diers to rush out and attack the 
enemy. They sent word to Ferruci to 
attack the Prince of Orange from the 
other side. 

“Now Ferrucci was a better soldier 
than any of them and he wanted to 
march on Rome. That would frighten 
the prince and he would rush to de- 
fend Rome, leaving Florence free 
again. Such was Ferrucci’s plan. But 
no, they said for Ferrucci to join 
them. He was many miles away and 
started for Florence at once. His 
guides were spies and they sent word 
ahead of the march. 

“The Prince of Orange and one of 
his captains, Fabrizio Maramaldo, set 
out to meet Ferrucci and the two 
armies came together in the streets 
of a little village. In three hours, 
2,000 soldiers and the prince had been 
killed. Ferrucci was hurt and taken 
prisoner. Maramaldo stabbed him to 
death for spite. 

“So that is the story. Ferrucci was 
dead and there was nothing left to 
do. Baglioni surrendered the city and 
there was no more Florentine Repub- 
lic. To make up with the pope, a king 
took away the freedom of a whole 
country, thousands of men were killed 
and cities ruined. War is always like 
that. Look hard into it, my friend, 
and there is nothing at the bottom 
but selfishness.”

I usually write this department one 
month and the next month correct 
my errors. Sometime ago I told you 
that all the 1932 Christmas seals is- 
used by the National T. B. Associa- 
tion were perforated 12%. Many have 
written me showing where I was 
wrong. Now this month, thru the 
courtesy of Mr. Wheless, I am able 
to give you the correct perforations 
and also give information so that you 
can identify single seals as to the 
printers. I am also repeating the 
plate marking as I have had some 
inquiries concerning it. 

All Eureka Specialty Printing Com- 
pany seals are perforated 12%x13. 
Plate mark is a red line connecting 
inner and outer frame line in the four 
corners of the sheet. This makes plate 
marks on seals number 1, 10, 91 and 
100. Eureka also issued set of seven 
progressive color proofs and an im- 
perforate proof. Straight edge top 
and bottom and either right or left or 
both perforated. 

Edwards and Deutsch, perf 12x12, 
Straight edge 4 sides. Plate mark is 
blue dot in snow at lower left, on seal 
No. 91. Also on some sheets, there 
is a red register line that was not 
erased between and extending into 
seals Nos. 95 and 96. This was called 
to my attention by J. L. Williams of 
Indianapolis. 

S. Printing and Lithographing 
Co. perforted 12%2x124, straight edge 
4 sides. Plate mark Dot on top of 
post on seal No. 56. Cambridge over- 
prints are on this company’s print- 


ing. 

Columbia Bank Note Company used 
a “e” on skirt of girl’s coat on seal 
No. 82. Perforated 1242x12%, stright 
edge 4 sides. I understand they also 
produced a proof perf. 12 but have not 
seen it. 

On the Seals of Eureka and Colum- 
bia there is a slight thickening of the 
lower line of inner frame at the left 
corner. This seems to occur on each 
of their seals. It does not occur on 
E & D nor on U.S.P.L. Therefore, 
by first perforating and then check- 
ing for this mark you can easily 
identify singles. 

From the Inland Press at Asheville, 
N. C., comes a copy of their December 
house organ, “Tips” which contains 
quite a bit about Christmas Seals. 
Very interesting and _ beautifully 
printed. Thanks. 

Counterfeits of the 1907 Xmas Seals 
have showed up. The type II of this 
is printed instead of lithographed; 
perforated 12 instead of 14; paper 
bluish white instead of white; space 
between seals 3mm instead of 4 
color red instead of carmine. Type I 
has also showed up counterfeit. 
Printed, not lithographed, perf 12 and 
seems to be a mate to the type II. 
If any of these are in your collection 





or stocks, please let me know. Any 
information regarding these will be 
treated as confidential if requested. 

Roessler of East Orange, 
sends me an imperforate block of 
Eureka 1932 seals. 

New Seals at hand include Outa- 
gamie Health Association, (Wisc.) 
which shows a three branch candlebra 
in red and green with the date, 1932. 
From Florida comes a Kiwanis seal 
with palm tree and Christmas Greet- 
ings for “Underprivileged Child 
Fund”. The Alpha Delta Pi issues 
the second of their Christmas seals. 
The first was used in 1930 and 1931 
and this one with “Merry Christmas” 
“Memorial Endowment Fund” with 
child’s head in red and gold was used 
in 1932. More information is desired 
on all the above. 

From Dick Green, 152 S. 4th East 
St., Salt Lake City, comes on New 
issue service, Norfolk “Merry Christ- 
mas, 1932, I’m for Health” in red and 
green. Good Literature for the Blind, 
3 varieties for this year, and the 
Steuben Society in multicolor. He has 
dug up also a supply of number 373, 
Moravian Missions which has been 
very scarce. 

A. W. Dunning at Box 574, Wil- 
mington, N. C., sends a copy of the 
New Zealand Semi-Postal to put with 
my Goya Stamp, a Japanese Charity 
with the picture of a pigeon issued in 
aid of poor families in Tokio, a pair 
of Norway Xmas TB seals imperf, 
the set of 4 booklet panes of 10 
stamps each of the Salvatorian, Swe- 
den with the picture of Gustaf Adolph 
praying with the inscription “God 
Helg” or Good Health. Iceland with 
a winter scene and what I consider 
the most artistic of the 1932 seals, 
Finland, a truly beautiful seal. 

As the editor of this department 
has many inquiries as to where to 
buy Christmas seals, he is consider- 
ing printing a list of the dealers in 
order that he may save correspond- 
ence. Will ali the dealers who would 
care to be included in such a list, 


whether known to him or not please 
drop him a card.

Why do used Liberian and some other 
stamps have the original gum on the backs? 

Because they are “cancelled to order.” 
These countries help out their finances by 
selling the stamps to dealers at reduced 
prices in quantity. They cancel the desired 
stamps to fill an order, but do not go to the 
trouble of washing off the gum before ship- 
ment. 


Can you tell us why all our past Presidents 
are not portrayed on our stamps?

Hardly ever does 
this auction sale list come out but 
that it carries with so some interest- 
ing news or information. Upon glanc- 
ing over the list I noted in the Bi- 
Centennial section lot No. 157 which 
reads as follows:—TAUNTON, U120, 
2c double, not a shiver. ‘Shiver’, I 
think is the best explanation of the 
almost doubles that occur in hand- 
stamp precancels. Often you have 
noticed another imprint just slightly 
off from the plain one either above 
or below making the imprint look 
like it might be shaded, well that is a 
shiver and often passes for a double 
print. Many collectors will not ac- 
cept these for doubles because in 
reality they are not two separate im- 
pressions but was made in one im- 
pression and thru carelessness or in- 
experience the operator of the hand- 
stamp let it come to rest on the pane 
of stamps causing the faint impres- 
sion and then when he applied pres- 
sure it shifted slightly and therefore 
the two impressions so close together. 
Personally I think the catalog makers 
should set some rule to eliminate the 
‘shiver doubles’ and to set forth 
clearly what is a double in handstamp 
precancels 

Gilbert H. Robinson of Dayton do- 
nates the editor a vertical strip of 
three 4c Bi-Cents. Michigan City, Ind. 
U-59 and each of them contain an 
inverted N. It’s the last N in In- 
diana thats inverted. No this ain’t a 
down by the sea side rhyme. Any way 
the catalog says there are five such 
inverted N’s in the plate. A card 
from John M. Clary, Milwaukee, Wis., 
reports a block of four 2c Bi-Cents.

We cite this instance because 
we have always maintained that if 
you offer something that will interest 
the collector you will get business. 
Too much advertising is printed that 
has no appeal. 

If I were an Auction Dealer I would 

pick out an interesting lot of U. S. 
from my next sale and incorporate the 
description of the lot in my advertise- 
ment, inviting postal card bids on 
that lot. Wanted stamps will bring 
many bids and in this manner many 
names of collectors to whom you can 
mail catalogues. 
MIXTURES Stamp Mixtures must 
be getting in such big 
demand that dealers can not supply 
the demand, else price cutting has re- 
duced prices on them to such a point 
that little or nothing is put into them 
any more. I distinctly remember 
buying a thousand mixed stamps al- 
most every time I could get hold of a 
quarter when I first became interested 
in stamp collecting and I never re- 
member of having received a lot but 
what I felt that I had got my money’s 
worth from it. 

Today, we get letters every day, 
sometimes two or three complaining 
about the poor quality of the mixtures 
that are being sold. It is only fair 
to say that the bulk of the complaints 
and mixtures referred to are U. S. 
Mixtures. We fear that too many 
collectors are buying these mixtures 
in the belief that they will find one, 
two and five dollar stamps in them. 
There is but one rule to follow in 
buying mixtures. Pay your money 
and take your chance. If you are 
not satisfied, try another man or quit 
buying mixtures for anyone who be- 
lieves that he can find five or ten dol- 
lars’ worth of good United States 
Stamps in a 50 cent mixture is wast- 
ing his time. If you want five or ten 
dollars worth of good United States 
stamps you must expect to pay five or 
ten dollars for them. 

United States Stamps are in such 
demand that there is no wholesale 
source of supply for 90% of the 
stamps listed by Scott. Now and then 
a dealer may offer a few items but 
no general line can be bought from 
any dealer, the retail trade absorbs

Ship Cancellations 


I have been severely criticised of 
late for not giving more advance in- 
formation on cancels. It is very sel- 
dom that advance information is given 
regarding these cancels, such advance 
information causing many thousands 
of covers to be sent for cancellation. 
The Mail Clerks aboard the ships have 
other duties to attend, hence this 
works a great hardship on them. A 
collector of these cancels soon learns 
what occasions are most likely to 
bring forth a special cancel, and are 
able to judge when to send covers. I 
trust this will clarify this matter. 

A total of 145 naval vessels and 
300 airplanes will parade along the 
southern coast on March 9, passing in 
review before the Commander-in- 
Chief, Admiral Richard H. Leigh. I 
have not a list of these at hand, but 
will suggest that readers send covers 
to a number of ships a few days prior 
to this event, with the request that 
they be held for cancellation on this 
date. 

The U. S. S. KITTERY has been 
sent to the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
or decommissioning. Send covers 
now, requesting that they be held for 
last day cancels, but be moderate in 
your sendings. 

The U. S. S. PORTLAND will be 
decommissioned some time during the 
month of February. Mr. Everett W. 
Wallster, 103 Schiller Road, Dedham, 
Mass., offers to hold covers. There 
may yet be time, but be moderate in 
your sendings. 

Washington’s Birthday will no 
doubt bring forth special cancella- 
tions from a number of ships. Send 
covers to those using type 3 and 
type 5 cancellations. 

Among the most interesting cancel- 
lations seen during the month of Jan- 
uary are those from the U. S. S. 
BROOKS as follows: Jan. 1, “WEL- 
COME—PROSPERITY;” Jan. 4, “1st 
CALORIC—SHIP 1858;” Jan. 6, “T. 
ROOSEVELT—DIED 1919;” Jan. 9, 
“Ist U. S. AIR—MAIL 1793;” Jan. 
19, “PANAMA—CANAL ZONE.” 
There are others, perhaps, that I have 
not seen, but that are quite as inter- 
esting. All cancels mentioned are in 
blue, some type 3, others type 5k. 

“Old Ironsides” reached San Diego 
on Jan. 21, instead of Feb. 5 as sched- 
uled. A neat cachet was used on this 
date, as on several other covers re- 
ceived on later dates. Cachet applied 
in black ink, as are all cancels. 

Many good cancels from various 
ships celebrated the coming of the 
New Year. Various wording was 
used, the CHICAGO using the words 
“PROSPERITY—YEAR 1933.” U. S. 
S. MARYLAND used type 6 cancel 
with green ink. 

S. SCIOTA uses the name of 
the ship, in letters 7mm. in height, 
for cancelling. Cover at hand can- 
celled in black.
